A ROARING FURNACE. 


Linseed Oil and Flaxseed Burned in 
Great Quantities. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

SIOUX CITY (lowa,;) March 21.—One of 
the most serious fires in the history of 
Sioux City completely destroyed the ware- 
house of the Western Transfer Company 
today, together with #ts contents, entail- 
img a loss of more than $200,000. The high 
wind which was blowing blew the fire to 
the linseed-oil mill across the street, and 
it was partially destroyed, and the greater 
part of its contents consumed, making a 
total loss of $400,000. In the bins at the 
time were stored 100,000 bushels of flax- 
seed, and on the lower floor several thous- 
tons of linseed-oil cake was ready for the 
market. In the annex the oil was in huge 
tanks having an estimated capacity. of 
120,000 gallons. 

The back end of the transfer company 
was 2 mammoth frame structure, six sto- 
ries high, covered with corrugated iron. 
The iron aided the flames, as it kept the 
water from reaching the woodwork. The 
huge four-story and bagement warehouse 
was filled from top to bottom with farm 
implements and machinery, valued at about 
$200,000. This machinery was owned by 
about twenty implement companies ip dif- 
ferent parts of the United. States.

SALT LAKE (Utah,) March 21.—A spe- 
cial to the Tribune from Red Canyon 
says that a terrific explosion at Rocky 
Mountain mine No. 5, situated at Red Cai- 
yon, Wyo., is believed to have killed eighty 
men who afte imprisoned in the mine, in 
addition to the ten who were in the 
pewer-house above ground or near the 
shaft openings. The slopes and entrances 
to the lower workings are ali blockaded 
by wreckage and it is thought that at 
least three days Will be required for res- 


the horror occurred at 5245 o'clock yes- 
terday afternoon at No. 5 Central Pacific 
mine, Red Canyon, five miles north of 
Evanston. The explosion in the mine 
shook the whole country around, wrecked 
the power-plant, a fan-house and several 
other buildings, entailing heavy loss, but 
the death-roll far overshadows all other 
considerations. 

Bdwin Cox, the outside carpenter; James 
Bruce, outside boss; James W. Clark, 
William Sellers, Jr., and James Gernaily, 
an Australian, were killed in the power- 
house, while O. Maltby, outside foreman, 
and Jerry Crawford and Andrew Mason 
were injured and died soon afterward, the 
last three being about the power-house at 
the time of the explosion. 

A few hours later the dead bodies of 
James Limb and Fred Morgan were 
brought from the slope, only a short dis- 
tance, but as this is written.there is 
around the mine a great throng of peo- 
ple anxiously inquiring regarding friends 
known to be in the mine, and all hope 
of any of them being alive is gone. No 
one after seeing the ghastly spectacle pre- 
sented by the two bodies brought out cf 
the slope could have hopes of any in the 
mine being alive. These bodies were 
burned and blackened with garments torn 
to shreds, making it almost imoossible to 
identify them. 

How many were in the mine at the time 
of the explosion will take time ft» te!l, bu: 
the best information obtainable now places 
the number at over eighty. Nearly all 
krown to be killed leave large families. 

Immediately after the explosion, Super- 
intendent Bradbury telephoned to Evans- 
ton for all the physicians with an extra 
train. The Tribune correspondent went 
on the train and viewed the scene of dis- 
aster before darkness set ‘n. — 

The relief corps, carrying NS got 
realy to descend, in hopas cf rescuing 
alive some of the victims. The black- 
smith shop was turned into a dead-he ise, 
with four bodies lying tere, one disfig- 
ured v.ith its head blown off, the others 
less mangled. Brave men had tried to 
desrcead some of the air and escape slopes 
withcut success and it was not until! three 
hours after the exptosion that a veluricer 
party entered the main extrance to the 
slopes and soon afterward returned wit 
two bodies. They reported that caves 
stopped further progress down the slope. 

Then a party went down to shovel out 
the caves, after which the searching party 
again entered, and work in that line is 
now going on. This slope being down 
2000 feet, with nine levels, each one and 
a half miles long, will probably require 
several days to reach all parts of the mine. 
A few lives were saved because of the 
thme of the explosion. The miners quit 
work at 6 o'clock, and #&€ is customary 
for them to be near the entrance and come 
out just as the whistle blows. A number 
of men had come out and had just left 
the entrance to the mine slope, away from 
the working tunnel, when the explosion oc- 
eurred, thus death. 

Zeek Baker and father and brother came 
out five minutes before the explosion. Zeek 
was hit by the timber which killed the 
Crawford boy, but he was not much hug. 
John Hanna, a carpenter, had just come 
out and was talking to Cox and Bruce 
when they were killed, he being -burged 
slightly.

power-house not killed, he being slightly 
burned, except the engineer, who was 
blown through the window, but little hurt. 
Around the mines is a population of about 
ttwo thousand. Many families are bereft 
of fathérs or eons. A more sorrowful com- 
munity could not be found—women, chil- 
dren and. men, mourning the loss of hus- 
band, father or brother. 

The explosion is described by many as 
most terrific, shaking the whole town and 
causing women and children to run into 
the streets, crying: my husband!’’ 
“Oh, my papa!’’ with raised hands, im- 
ploring for the safety of the beloved ones. 
The explosion is supposed to thave come 
from a blast setting fire to dust, making 
a dust explosion, since ‘the mine was sup- 
posed to be free from gas, being well ven- 
tilated. The Rocky Mountain Company, 
generally desipnated as the Central Pacific 
mines, have two mines, Nos. 5 and 6, 
with one mile face, making two separate 
mines, with 150 feet piNars separating 
them. This leaves No. 6 umharmed, but de- 
prives ‘the company of one-half of its ca- 
pasity.: - 

This is the third disastrous explosion 
in this vicinity. In 1881, No. 2 mine, 
Rocky Mountain Company; exploded, kili- 
nty and four white men. 

of 1886, Union Pacific mine 
No. 4 killing thirteen men. New- 
cil Beeman, manager, arrived from Salt 
Lake tonight, hastened to the mine, and 
is doing all he can for the injured and 
bereaved, and to reach those in the mine.

The Fleet Annexes Fisher Island, 
One of the Largest of the Pes- 
cadore Group—The Peace 
Negotiators.

NEW YORK, March 21.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) A Shanghai cable says that the 
Japanese fleet today took possession of 
Fisher Island, one of the largest of the 
Pescadore group, between Formosa and 
the mainland of China. 

_ The Pescadores, one of the largest of 
which has been occupied by the Japanese, 
are a group of twenty-one inhabited 
islands, lying about twenty-five miles off 
Formosa, in Fu-Kien channel. None are 
more than 300 feet above the sea. The 

of the group, called Panghu, is 
eighty-four miles in circumference. The 


second largest is Fisher Ietand, of which 


Japanese have now taken possession. Both 
islands are situated near the center of the 
cluster and the choice of Japan is no doubt 
largely influenced by the fact that there 
is an excellent harbor between Panghu 
and Fisher islands. 
NOT DISPOSED TO PEACE. 

YOKOHAMA, March 21.—{By Asiatic 
Cable.)

WASHINGTON, March 21. — Although 
Mr. Thurston, the Hawaiian Minister, re- 
fuses to discuss the causes that led to his 
estrangement with Secretary Gresham, ‘his 
friends think # only fair to him to refute 
the published allegation ‘that he has be- 
trayed diplomatic secrets. 

Admitting that Thurston did as fit is 
alleged, his friends assert that he did not 
exceed his diplomatic duties in the eslight- 
est respect in making public the sentences 
imposed on several of the Hewaiian con- 
epirators by the military court.

CHIPPED TOO OFTEN. 


Two Miners Arrested at Cripple 
, Creek for Stealing Ore. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

COLORADO SPRINGS (Colo.,) March 
21.—Solon McCloskey and Tremont Mec- 
Closkey, arrested at Cripple Creek on the 
charge of stealing ore from the Union 
Gold Mining Company, were broughj to 
this city and released, after furnishing 
$5000 ball each. The complaint alleges 
that systematic stealing was carried on for 
about one year, and aggregates a sum be- 
tween $50,000 and $100,000. — 

The McCloskey brothers had a lease on 
the main workings of the Pike’s Peak lode, 
which they secured from the Union com- 
pany. Some time ago the royalty on ore 
from the lease decreased to a very low 
‘figure. The company began an investi-' 
gation which ended in the arrest of the 
brothers. It is claimed that their method 
was to chip off gold-bearing rock from 
the quartz they mined and subject it to 
a process of their own in order to get 
the gold out of it. 

The ore they had subjected to this 
test was then, it is charged, mixed with 
common rock on the dump and shipped 
to the smelters. Consequently the smel- 
ter returns were not half what they would 
have been had not the greater part of 
the gold been chipped out of the quartz, 
the retorts thus secured being kept by 
the miners who did not have to share the 
profits. 


THE HONOLULU REBELS. 


The Last of the Lot Tried and Sent 
_ to Prison. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, March 21.—A special dis- 
patch to the World from Honolulu says 
that the recent rebellion is now legally 
a thing of the past, for less than a week 
ago the Judge-Advocate of the Military 
Commission announced that the govern- 
ment had no more cases of treason to 
bring before that body. The last lot of 
prisoners sentenced were twenty-five 
ragged and poverty-stricken natives who 
were given a brief trial, occupying less 
than an hour’s time and were hustled off 
to the penitentiary as one man. Twenty- 
three of these natives were sentenced to 
five years’ imprisonment and two were 
given six years each. 

No one seems to know what action will, 
be taken in the case of the ex-Queen, who 
is still a prisoner in one of the rooms at 
the palace. The ex-Queen continues in 
good health. At the conclusion of her 
trial for treason, which occupied but : 
three days, a number of well-known Amer- 
icans and some of the more prominent wo- 
men of Honolulu called twice upon Presi- 
dent Dole to intercede in her behalf. Gen- 
erous offers were made to have her re- 
leased on bonds, but the government offi- 
cials refused to consider them.

FRENCH TAXES. 


CURIOSITIES OF REVENUE LAWS 
ABROAD. 


All Notes and Checks, Windows, Bi- 
cycles and Also Billiard Tables 
are Assessed, Together 
with Other Items. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
WASHINGTON, March 21.—People who 
take exception to the income tax and the 
few internal revenue taxes imposed in the 
United States may take some satisfaction 
in learning how much worse off are the 
French tin this respect, as disclosed in a 
report to the State Department by United 
States Consul Wiley at Bordeaux. He 
shows ‘that every form of legal paper, 
cheques, notes and documents, bills of 
lading, even tithographs must have a rev- 
enue stamp affixed. From this source the 
treasury draws its political revenue, 
amounting last year to $140,000,000. The 
spirit and wine tax amounts to $120,000,- 
000; the customhouse-receipts. were $100,- 
,000; tobacco, matches, playing-cards 
and other government monopolies included, 
$130,000,000. Sugar paid an internal reve- 
nue tax of .052 of a cent per pound, or 
$29,000,000 in all. The land tax brought 
and personal property $28,- 


If a clerk occupied a hatl-room he pays 
a tax of $2 per annum, while his land- 
lady not only has to pay for her poodle, 
but for every door and window in the 
house. As the treasury receives $12,000,- 
000 per anrttum for windows, the architect 
who can design a house with the least 
possible amount of ventilation does the 
best business. If one owns a horse, car- 
riage, billiard-table or bicycle he is taxed, 
and the government collects $6,400,000 an- 
nually for permitting such Iuxuries to 
exist. A bfll was recently introduced in 
the chamber to tax the wearing of corsets. 
Business licenses bring in $24,000,000 per 
annum. 

As to expenditures, the interest on the 
national debt is $270,000,000 and the main- 
tenance of ‘he 580,000 men in the army, 
for which the French are ruining them- 
selves, costs $130,000,000. The navy cosis 
$50,000,000 each year and it costs $12,000,- 
000 to run .the government match, to- 
bacco and card factories, for individuals 
cannot make or sell these things. Sal- 
aries cost $2,600,000 for the President, 
Senators and Chamber and the President’s 
salary is $240,000 per annum, or nearly 
five times as great as that of the Presi- 
dent of the United States; and the French 
executive has a seven-years’ term. The 
judiciary costs $8,000,000 and as the state 
also pays the priests, $9,000,000 goes to 
that account. The foreign office and di- 
plomatic service costs $4,000,000, and when 
it comes to public works not less than 
$240,000,000 és spent annually, making the 
appropriations for American rivers and 
harbors and public buildings seem ridicu- 
ously small. There are many other items 
of expense requiring the exercise of inge- 
nuity to meet them, and how long the 
French government can continue to sup- 
port such an expensive establishment is 
a matter of speculation.

A Negro Leader Desirous of Making 
a Race War of the Rev- 
olution. | 


Inhuman Treatment of Spanish Pris- 
oners—No Reply to This Gov- 
ernment Concerning the 
Allianca Affair.

NEW YORK, March 21.—A special to 
a morning paper from Nassau, N. P., 
says that additional news continues to be 
received from Cuba of insurgent victories 
in the east. The latest and most startling 
yet received is to the effect that Guillermo 
Moncada, the negro leader of a band near 
Guantanamo, is one of the few men who 
want to turn the revolution into a race 
war. It is also reported that Moncada sur- 
prised a. large detachment of Spanish 
troops near Guantanamo recently and com- 
pletely routed them. In this battle it is 
said that 200 Spaniards were killed and 
wounded. 

This was followed by cruel and inhu- 


cada’s forces. This is probably the same 
battle reported by the Spaniards as a vic- 
tory for their troops led by Col. Santo- 
clydes. At that time it was reported that 
fifty of the insurgents were killed. There 
was but one white man in Moncada’s de- 
tachment. After the battle he ordered 
this man to leave the camp saying the 
whites failed to free Cuba: in the 
last war and now independence would be 
secured by the negroes. - 

Moncada’s idea seems to be to make 
another San Domingo of Cuba. His atti- 
tude is deplored by the sympathizers of 
ths. revolutionary movement. It is re- 
ported that some attempt will soon be 
made by the leaders to form a provisional 
government. Nothing has yet been heard 
of Jose Marti. Nothing has been heard 
of the proposed expeditions from Porto 
Rico and other points. The assertion that 
the Allianca displayed the English flag 
when fired on is regarded as a mere sub- 
terfuge.

A CHECKERED CAREER. 


Had 


Suicide of a Young Woman 
Been Deserted. — 
ssociated Pres# Leased-wire Servica. 


NEW YORK, March 21.—The identity of 
the young woman who committed suicide 
at the Adams House, Boston, has been es- 
tablished. She had lived there several 
years, but mever lived in Holyoke, it is 
said. She registered from the latter place 
and signed a fictitious mame, Grace M. C. 
Norton, on the hotel register, for the 
avowed purpose of hiding ‘her identity, for 
she went ‘to Boston with her mind fully 
made up to take her own life. 

Clara Helthaway was her maiden name. 
About a year ago she went to Boston, her 
friends understood, for the purpose of 
joining Rice’s Extravaganza Oompany. 
There she met a wealthy manufacturer, 
“Dick Laird’ of Pittsburgh, who induced 
her to go to Pittsburgh and live with him. 
Last August, is safd, the woman in- 
sisted on a marriage and a quarrel was tthe 
result. The aid of the police was invoked 
by Laird and Miss Hathaway was accom- 
panied fifty miles on a journey toward 
New York by a Pittsburgh officer. When 
relieved of her escort she very promptly 
returned to Pittsburgh and prosecuted 
Laird orfminally for his part in her forci- 
ble removal from the city. She succeeded 
in having him fined. t 
for breach of promise of marriage against 
Laird. This action was pending at the 
time of her death. 

Miss Hathaway is described as an edu- 
cated woman and is said to have been the 
daughter of wealthy parents. She eloped 
from an Iowa seminary et the age of 17 
yéars, ard was disowned by her fa'ther and, 
when deserted by her husband within two 
years after their marriage, she would not 
seek a reconcitiation 


FURTHER IDENTIFICATION. 

BOSTON, March 21.—The Adams House 
suicide was this noon positively identified 
as Clara P. Hathaway by three women res- 
idents of this city whose names are con- 
cealed, who called at the unde ers’ 
rooms.

THE PITTSBURGH STORY. 

PITTSBURGH (Pa.,) March 21. — The 
identification of the woman who committed 
suicide at the Adams House in Boston as 
Miss Hathaway, forms a chapter in a 
scandal which first came to the surface in 
this city om August 6, last. On tthe even- 
ing of that day Miss Hathaway called at 
.the office of the wholesale shoe house of 
Laird & Ray and had a long conversation 
with Richard Laird, one of the partners. 
What passed between them is not known, 
but Laird was seen to push her through 
the door when she tried to force her way 
back again, and ‘the police took her in 
charge. On 'the way to tthe police station 
she placed to her mouth a handkerchief 
saturated with chloroform, but it was 
ae away from her before any harm was 

one. 

On the morning after ther arrest she 
promised to leave town and was escorted 
to the hotel where she had béen stopping 
by an Officer. Upon reaching her room 
she placed a revolver to her breast and 
threatened to kil herself if any one ap- 
proached her. Finally, after much per- 
suasion, she was provided with a ticket 
and $20 by Laird and took a train for Bos- 
ton, but upon arriving at Philadelphia she 
took the first train back to Pittsburgh. 
The following day she retained an attor- 
néy-and entered suit against Laird for the 
part he took in forcing her to leave the 
city and afterwards entered a suit for 
breach of promise of marriage. A short 
time after the scandal came out the firm 
of Laird & Ray was dissolved and the 
former left the. city. 

THE ELECTRIC STRIKE. 

It is Declared Off, with a Concession 
to the Strikers.

NEW YORK, March 21.—The electrical- 
wire men’s strike, which commenced on 
February 18, was declared off today. With 
the eingle exception of having the eight- 
hour day started on May 1, instead of May 
15, the strikers have not gained any priv- 
leges which they did not enjoy prior to 
the strike. 

Bishop Henry C. Potter, president of the 
Board of ‘Mediation and Conciliation, and 
President Felix Alder of the same body 
were mainly instrumental in bringing 
about the settlement, which was signed on 
Wednesday evening by representatives of 
all the organizations interested. The basis 
cf the settlement is ‘that the electrical 
workers at present employed be subjected 
to an examination as to competency, in 
gecordance with the rule theretofore pre- 
vailing in the trade. The Electrical Work- 
ers’ Union declares it its business to ac- 
cept in their union all persons who have 
satisfactorily passed such examination, ir- 
respective of their action in the present 
strike, but the men employ at present 
by the Electrical Contra sociation 
shall, if they wish, join the union without 
interference from their employers, or pen- 
alties impored by the union. The Electrical 
Contrattors’ Association to grant 
thé eight-hour day on May 1, 1895, and all 
other tatters at issue will be subject to 
mutual agreement between the Electrical 
Con'tractors’ Association and the Electrical 
Union, represented by their employees. 


ARGENTINE FLAXSEED. 


The United States Now Importing 
: Instead of Exporting. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, March 21.—The arrival at 
this port early in the week of a steamer 
from the Argentine Republic with a cargo 
of 120,000 bushels of flaxseed has brought 
to light some interesting facts. It seems 
that quite a trade has been going on in 
seed from the far-away country for some 
tims past, about 500,000 bushels of the 
Argentine seed having already been sold 
‘here. Another vessel with a cargo sim- 
ilar to the one received here this week is 
due next week. 

The seed, although dirty, is reported to 
be of good quality and the price is equal 
to $1.28 per bushel, duty paid, the latter 
amounting to 20 cents per bushel. Crush- 
ers get a rebate on ail cake exported, 
which makes the net price about $1.20 
paid for the South American article. 
American flaxseed is quoted nominally at 
$1.50 to $1.55. It is interesting to note that 
two years ago America exported large 
quantities of flaxseed. Now she is im- 
porting. 


No Postoffice Combine. 


WASHINGTON, March 21.—John F. Vic-

A NEW GOVERNMENT. 


END OF THE THREE DAYS’ 
FIGHT AT LIMA. 


President Caceres Surenders — The 
Revolutionists Seized the City 
During a Heavy Fog— 

The Legations. 


By Telegraph to The Times. ‘ ? 

NEW YORK, March 21.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The Herald has the following cable 
from Lima, Peru: “A provisional govern- 
ment, formed through intervention of 
diplomats and the papal nuncio, has been 
organized and is already in operation. 
Candamo is provisional President, and also 
acts as Minister of Foreign Affairs. The 
Caceres regime is represented in the new 
government by Villarn and fspanozo. For 
the revolutionary party, Salazar and Dr. 
Malpartida have been selected. pais 

“Under the terms of agreemnt by which 
the hostilities ceased, President Caceres 
surrendered, and will retire to Ancon. This 
cliange in the government is the result 
of the three days’ battle in Lima. The 
revolutionary army, led by Pierola, en- 
teréd the city at dawn Sunday morning. 
Their entrance was not suspected by the 
guards in the city, as a heavy mist con- 
cealed movements. When the force reached 
the principal squares they seized the 
Church of Towers and other favorable po- 
sitions. Immediately a desperate battle 
began, which lasted all through the day 
and part of that night. It was intenzely 
dark, as the gas supply was cut off and the 
streets, houses and other bulidnigs were 
‘without illumination. When the fighting 
ceased at night the drunken soldiers 
roamed through the streets, firing shots 
recklessly, The battle was renewed at 5 
o’clock on Monday morning and continued 
all through the day. That night was one 
of terror. 

Depredations by the government forces 
marked the opening of hostilities on Tues- 
day. The troops sacked the Union = and 


diplomats and the papal nuncio intervened. 
An armistice was arranged for twenty-four 
hours to give an opportunity to bury the 
dead and remove the dead horses from the 
streets. There was danger of a pestilence 
from the bodies in thie streets. They were 
collected in a pile and burned in Plaza 
des Armas today. As a result of the 
three-days’ fighiing more than 1500 com- 
batants were killed and wounded on both 
sides.

According to Mr. McKenzie there was 
bitter fighting in and around Lima for 
three days. At the end of this time there 
were over a thousand dead bodies lying 
unburied in the streets and both sides ex- 
hausted. An armistica was agreed upon to 
permit the dead to be buried and the 
wounded cared for. After this was finished 
negotiations were still continiied and fin- 
ally an agreement of gome sort was 
reached by the leaders of the contending 
factions, but details of these were not 
learned by the minister. Some sort of a 
provisional government now seems to be 
in control.

Santa Clara County 1 Defrauded by a 
Chinese Interpreter.

FINANCIAL AND COMMERCIAL 


OFFICE OF THE TIMES, 
LOS ANGBLES, March 21, 1895. 

An ‘intelligent statement of the local 
commercial situation is given in the 
weekly trade review by R. W. Burnham, 
local manager of R. G. Dun & Co's com- 
mercial agency, in The Investor of March 
21, as follows: ; 

“The dry goods business houses report a 
considerable increase in volume of sales, 
even though their goods are, as a rule, 
sold for about 25 per cent. less: they also 
report collections as fairly satisfactory. 
The clothirg houses report quite a consid- 
erable increase and are feeling well over 
prospects for the year. There have been 
a good many additions to the boot and 
shoe houses in the past year, but for all 
that, trade is keeping well up to the last 
year with an increase in some quarters. 

“The leading grocers report satisfactory 
sales, but a tendency in some quarters to 
cut staples below legitimate profits and 
the great number of little concerns start- 
ing without capital have combined to an- 
nihilate profit and otherwise demoralize 
the trade; as suggested last week, the 
prime cause for this is the ease with which 
irresponsible parties obtain credit. The 
merchants are all injured by it, and no one 
benefited. We hope our jobbers will soon 
come together and formulate some plan 
for the general betterment. Jewelry trade 
is slack, indicating that little is being 
spent for luxuries. The hardware houses 
report a satisfactory business. This of 


course must be expected as long as build-; 


‘ing continues its present impetus; and in 
this connection we might say that more 
large blocks are now being built and in 
course of promotion than ever in the his- 
tory of the city. 

“We wish we could report a better feel- 
ing among the jobbing trade, but candor 
compels us to say that there has been Kit- 
tle change for the better. Country deal- 
ers are still buying from hand to mouth 
and collections are not satisfactory. The 
failures for the month in our district have 
been nine in number, with Habilities ag- 
gregating $33,553, and nominal assets 
about $16,000. 


COMMERCIAL. 
An idea has prevailed not only in the 


east, but also on this Coast, that the re-» 


sult of the increased price paid to the 
manufacturers of California dry wines 
would be an increased cost to the con- 
sumer. This notion was first promul- 
gated in New York when the Sun of that 
city sounded what it facetiously termed 
a “note of warning’ to the California 
wine-makers, telling them that increase 
in price was synonymous with decrease in 
consumption. 

This note of warning on the part of the 
Sun was tendered gratuitously, at least 
one is bound to believe so, in the absence 
of testimony to the contrary. But an exam- 
ination’ of the actual facts shows there 
was no necessity for: the great anxiety 
manifested by the New York paper in re- 
gard to the welfare of the wine-makers 
of this te. 

First of all, because the raise in the 
price of clarets, the wine-makers are 
profiting by, does not and will not increase 
the price for the same quality of wine hith- 
erto paid by consumers. This necessarily 
involves some explanation, as such a state- 
ment does not, on its face, look rational. 


The explanation, so far as the consump- 


tion of clarets and other California wines 
in the Eastern States goes, has been fur- 
nished in an interview with a member of 
a prominent wine firm in San Francisco, 
which ships large quantities of wine to 
New York and other Eastern points. He 
explains that under the existing Wihe- 
makers Association, incorporated in this 
State about two months“ago, the members 
of that organization succeeded in obtain- 
ing. control of the bulk of last year’s 
vintage. By this single move the ubiqi- 
tous middleman was dispensed with and 
in dispensing with him the profits which 
he hitherto made were eliminated as a 
factor in the price of wine to the con- 
sumer. In other words, the profits which 
he was making, as the link between the 
wine-maker and the -wine-dealer, are now 
divided between the grape-grower and the 
wine-maker, having, as canybe seen, the 
consumer in the precise position he occu- 
pied before. The grower and the 
wine-maker will profit under the new ar- 
rangement, but they do so at the expense 


of the unnecessary middlemen and not at 


the expense of the consumer. _ 

The correctness of this statement is 
corroborated by the wine-makers and wine 
merchants of this city. Those who do not 
make their own wine will buy i: just as 
cheap now as they did before, because they 
will buy direct from the maker and not 
from the middlemen who, through their 
own combine, have been able to control 
the wine market, buying at their own 
prices and selling at their own prices, or, 
to phrase it differently, ‘“‘getting in at 
bedrock and unloading at the mint.”” But 
their happy days are over, and as the Los 
Angeles dealers say, the system that will 
henceforth prevail in California iff making 
wines, will more closely resemble the 
custom in France, that of bringing the 
consumer into closer contact with the 
maker... 

There is an essentially good result 
that must inevitably be the outcome of 
this new system. It is that the quality 
of the“wine, as it reaches the mouth of the 
consumer will be improved. No wine- 
maker ever adulterates his wines. He 
feels too much pride in producing an ex- 
cellent article to do anything to spoil it. 
The middleman was not governed by any 
such creditable motives. With him it was 
a pure question of barter. When he 
bought a lot of wine from the maker his 
first and last thought was how to make 
all the money he could out of it, and this 
desire very naturally ‘led him to the use 
of measures to make more gallons out of a 
given quantity than the number of gal- 
lons he had purchased. 

As evidence that California wines, both 
dry and sweet, are winning their way into 
popular favor is the fact announced in The 
Times of yesterday that a prominent New 
York winehouse, representing a combine 
of wine merchants of that city had bought 
up the bulk of the sweet wines of Southern

The price at which 
the wine was bought is not known on 
the outside, but it is said to be a good one, 
the best in fact that the sweet wine men 
of this section have ever received for 
large lots.

An official of the fruit 
exchanges speaking of the situation, la:d 
all the blame on the low duty imposed on 
citrus fruits by our tariff laws. He heid 
that with the high railroad freight rates 
prevailing, as against cheap ocean trans- 
portation, the California orange-growers 
needed more protection in order to com- 
pete with foreign fruit. 

Nothwithstanding the loss of 60 por 

orange crop by 


frost and damage to the crop in Sicily by 
snow, more than 600,000 boxes of oranges 
from the Mediterranean provinces have 
been dumped on the American market in 
the past few weeks. This has utterly de- 
moralized the trade for all except fancy 
fruit, and that is why shipments of Cali- 
fornia seedlings have almost stopped alto- 
gether. | 

California growers, however, have not 
lost courage. They have ceased to clamor 
for higher prices, it is true, but they have 
not yet been stampeded into rushing their 
fruit forward ‘on Consignment at a sacri- 
fice. The exchanges’ f. o. b. prices are 
firmly maintained, and although orders 
are rather slack now, the managers main. 
tain that the depression cannot last lonz, 
and that the entire crop wil! yet be mar- 
keted at satisfactory prices.

parties securing these leases, however, 
seem to be perfectly satisfied, and, accord- 
ing to their way of figuring, they will 
make money on the transactions. of 
course, so long as the persons directly in- 
terested are satisfied with the arrange- 
ments, it ill becomes any one else to find 
fault. The only criticism that ean justly 
be made is that short leases preclude the 
erection of substantial buildings that will 
be an ornament and a credit to the city. 

The buildings now projected or in course 
of construction on ten and fifteen-year 
leases, while of a very substantial char- 
acter, are not such as would be erected 
by the builders if the ground were owned 
by them in fee simple, or if they had 
leases on it for a longer term of years. 
In: Europe-and the Eastern cities of the 
United States many of the finest buildings 
are on leased ground, but the leases in 
most cases run for a period of ninety- 
nine years, which is tantamount to abso- 
lute ownership. Some of the best build- 
fings in the city of New York are bo 
leased ground, but the leases run for 
ninety-nine years. 

In Chicago what are known as school 
leases run from twenty years, with the 
privilege of renewal at the end of that 
period. for ninety-nine years. As a con- 
sequence Magnificent structures adorn the 
school lots in the queen city of the lakes. 
They are called school lots, because they 
were originally set apart, when the site 
of the city of Chicago was yet part of the 
public domain, for the benefit of the pub- 
lic school fund. 

While it is to be regretted that leases 
of building sites in Los Angeles are not 
made for longer periods, it is nevertheless 
a subject of congratulation that local 
capitalists have sufficient confidence in the 
growth of the city to erect substantial 
buildings on such short-term leases. It

PANCOAST’S LUCK. 


The North Dakota Wife Murderet 
Gets a New Trial. 


MANDAN (N. D.,) March 21.—William 
Pancoast, the bank-robber and wife-mur- 
derer, sentenced to be hanged May 22, 
gets a new trial. Pancoast robbed the 
Medina, O., Bank of several thousand dol- 
lars and ran away to Canada, then t5 
Minneapolis, where he changed his nams* 
to Myron O. Kent, married Miss Julia 
Holmes and in 1892 moved to a farm near 
Mandan. 

In March, 1894, Mrs. Kent was murdered 
and Kent disappeared. The hired man 
named Sorabeski was arrested and con- 
fessed that he killed Mrs. Kent for $1800 
promised him by Kent. Kent was arrested 
in Colorado, brought back and convicted 
in the first degree of murder. The Su- 
preme Court of Dakota in granting a new 
trial holds that when the defendant pre- 
sents an affidavit stating that he cannot 
have a fair trial by reason of the bias and 
prejudice of the Judge, it is the absolute 
duty of such Judge to call in another 
judge to help try the case. The court 


says that the word “‘may’’ in the statute” 


must be construed as mandatory.

| SEED DISTRIBUTIONS. 


Secretary Morton Scores the Action 
of Congressmen. 
Assootated Press Leasea-wire Service. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—Since Secre- 
tary Morton has been at the head of the 
Agricultural Department, he has opposed 
the present method of seed distribution 
through Congressional agencies. He does 
not believe that the money expended in 
thie way is productive of the good that 
could be derived from other methods 
which he bas recommended, and which 
would be less costly to the government. 
It has been represented to the Secretary 
that members of Congress have. disposed 
of their quotas of seed in a way not 
contemplated by the law, and he recently 
took eteps to ascertain the truth of the 
statecnents. At his direction, the agent of 
the seed department negotiated for the 
purchase of a membber’s share, and the 
former soon brought to the the 
written order of a member for fully 75 
per cent. of his an quota, which was 
offered for sale at $75. The purchase was 
made, and the agent gave his check for 
the money, which was indorsed by the 
member, and is now in the Secretary’s 
possession. 

Secretary Morton also says he could have 
recently purchased from a_ second-hand 
book-dealer in this city the quota allowed 
to three members of Congress for $150 
each. Besides these, he says he has the 
names of probably a hundred members of 
Congress who have given orders for the 
transfer of their entire quotas of seed or 
a great portion of them to other parties. 
Some of them are probably in exchange 
for patent-office reports and other govern- 
ment publications, according to the con- 
stituency of the respective mmebers. He 
will print all of these names in his next 
annual report in order that the practice 
prevailing may be shown to the public. 
The last agricultural appropriation bill 
provides for $180,000 for seed distribution 
for 'the fiscal year of 1896, $20,000 of which 
is to pay the expenses incident to the 
pubilication of farmers’ bulletins; notwith-

BRITAIN’S DEMANDS. 


Nicaragua Seeks Sympathy from the 
United States. 

LONDON, March 21.—(By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) The following semi-official state- 
ment was obtained by the Associated Press 
tonight in regard to the trouble between 
Great Britain and Nicaragua: 

Gen. Barrios, the Nicaraguan envoy, left 
today with the British demands for com-; 
pensation in the sum. of £15,000 for the: 
expulsion from Blu ds of Mr. Hatch, 
the British consular agent there, and also 
for the appointment of a committee to ad- 
judicate the damage sustained by the per- 
sons and property of British subjects ex- 
pelled from the Mosquito reservation. Gen. 
Barrios, it is understood, has since sub- 
mitted the matter to the United States gov- 
ernment, ‘with the object of enlisting sym- 
pathy and aid. 

The etatement that Great Britain stipu- 
lated that no citizen of the United States 
should be a member of the commission is 
inaccurate. It is the opinion in diplomatic 
circles here that the demands of Great 
Britain are exceptionally small, and that 
the aggravation warranted even severer 
measures, .

Mayor Asked to Return It. 
COUNCIL TAKES ACTION ON THE 
| METCALF CONTRACT. 


had been expected the result of the 
eel meeting of the City Council called 
for the purpose yesterday was that the 
Mayor was requested to return without his 
approval the contract whereby Hi. H. Met- 
calf was to have been given the exclusive 
right of taking sand and gravel, under 
certain conditions, from the bed of the 
river for a period of ten years. . 

The meeting attracted a good deal more 
interest than special sessions of the Coun- 
cil usually do, and there was a large nuin- 
ber of people in the lobby, most of them 
being contractors, although there were 
also to be seen the familiar figures of T. 
D. Stimson and O. T. Johnson. 

Immediately after calling the meeting 
to order and the reading of the call by the 
clerk, President Teed asked Councilman 
Stockwell to the chair. Councilman Pes- 
dell then moved that the Mayor be re- 
quested to return unapproved the con- 
tract in question, which motion was sec- 
onded by President Teed. 

Councilman Pessell explained somewhat 
in detail how the members of the Coun- 
cil came to approve the contract, and 
stated that at the time of approving it it 
was thought the contract would be a good 
thing for the city. 

Ex-City Attorney McFarland, represent- 
ing Mr. Metcalf, the contractor, was. 
heard. He said that the contract having 
been approved by the Council it appeared 
it would be an act of breaking faith for 
the city to endeavor’ to prevent the- con- 


tract, after it had gone so far, from being | 


entered into. LS 
President Teed said that when the con- 
tract was approved he believed it was go- 
ing to result in an increase of revenue to 
the city. Later developments, however, 
had brought him to believe that the sand 
and gravel of the river bed could be sold 
for more money if the city chose to sell 


it. John Redman, the contractor, had in- |' 


formed him that he would be willing to 


- pay to the city 25 cents per load instead 


of 8 cents. Frank Ward, the sidewalk 
man, had informed him that there was 
little chance for a ‘‘cinch’” im the pro- 
posed contract, for the reason that there 
are quantities of sand and gravel to be 
had in the Arroyo Seco, and if the con- 
tractor for the river bed sand and gravel 
were to charge extortionate prices for it 
these materials could be obtained in the 
Arroyo Seco. He had also been informed 
that near Ninth street there is a consid- 
erable amount of land that is not very 
valuable from the surface of which a good 
G@eal of sand and gravel may be obtained.

1 sewer and  school-improvement 
bonds {ts payable semi-annually at the 
Chemical National Bank in New York. In 
order that it may be there promptly 
when due it Is the custom of the City 
Treasurer, and has been for some time, 
to purchase exchange on New York for the 
amount to be paid there. This is done in 
each case about ten days before the time 
when the interest is due and is sent so that 
there will be little chance of the money 
not being in New York to pay the bond- 
holders at the time they call for it. 

Of course it is known in this part of 
the country that»the city always pays 
promptly on its bonded indébtedness. 
New York, however, the fact is not 80 
well known and if by any delay the in- 
terest. on the bonds ie not ready at the 
time due the bondholders would be likely 
to. say so to other people to such an ex- 
tent as to injure the credit of the city 
where ite financial condition is not so well 
understood.

DISSOLVED THE INJUNCTION. 

Judge Van Dyke yesterday rendered his

The defendant fefused ‘to receive the 
ame, and the lands were put up for sale 
of assessments. A 


891 (sec. 24, statutes of 1891, p. 245,) thet, 
“The collector must attend at the time 
and place specified in tthe notice to receive 
assessments, which must be paid in gold 
and silver coin.’”* Coupons and warrants 
are not gold and silver coin, and ‘the col- 
lector 4s not required, or even authorized 
to receive them. 

Plaintiffs also contend that there was an 
irregularity in the notice of sale. It has 
been ‘held, however, before a party can 
apply for relief to a court of equity to 
question the right of the vax collector bo 
sell, he must: have paid or offered to pay 
the taxes which he admits to be due. 
(San Jose Gas Company vs. January, 57 
Cal. 616; Esterbrook vs. O’Brien, 88 Cal. 
672; Quint vs. Hoffman, 103 Cal. 506.) In 
‘the latter case iit was an application for an 
injunction against the collector of an irri- 
gation district, as this is. 

The court in that case says: “Conceding 
tthe levy was in excess of the power of the 
board, ami the ‘tax was more than plaintiff 
could be compelled to pay, still he owed 
the district a portion of ‘tthe 'tax levy upon 
his own showing, and he will not be heard 
in a court of equity until he has paid the 
amount the board had the power ‘to levy 
upon his land. The amount which he hon- 
estly owes the district was readily ascer- 
tainable, and he should have paid it. 
Upon the elementary principle that if a 
part of a tax is valid and authorized, such 
portion must be paid before a party will be 
allowed to come into a court of equity to 
make complaint, we think plaintiff.is en- 
titled to no relief in this action.’’

District Court. 
A VIOLATOR OF THE POSTAL LAWS 
CONVICTED. 

Herman Henris, a tall and apparently 
respectable man about 35 years of age, 
appeared before Judge Wellborn and a jury 
in the United States District Court yester- 
day to answer to the charge of having vio- 
latéd the postal laws, and was convicted in 
short order.

Only two witnesses were examined for 
the prosecution, Miss Wanda Wilson, the 
complainant, who was brought out here 
from her home in North Dakota, and Miss 
Lucille E. Morgan, postmistress at Kings- 
bury, Fresno county. It was shown by them 
that some time ago Miss Wilson and the 
defendant were on terms of intimacy, but 
that the young lady saw fit to drop the 
acquaintance upon her return to North Da- 
kota. In order therefore to revenge him- 
self for the slight, Henris mailed a series 
of five postal cards from Kingsbury to 
Miss Wilson, in July and August last, upon 
which was written a disjointed statement 
purporting to relate to certain incidents 
which occurred between them during their 
intimacy, and which were calculated to 
convey the impression that the young lady 
was, to say the loast, very indiscreet. 

At the close of the case for the govern- 
ment, the defendant's counsel moved the 
court to instruct the jury to acquit their 
client upon the ground that there was no 
proof that Henris ever wrote or mailed 
the postal cards referred to. This motion 
was promptly denied, however. The de- 
fendant Henris offered no explanation per- 
sonally, the only evidence introduced by 
the defense: béing the testimony of Miss 
Wilson, who was recalled for the purpose 
of showing that she did not see Henris 
mail the postal cards. ‘ 

The matter was. submitted to the jury 
at 5 o’clock and that body disposed of it 
in short order. by returning a verdict of 
conviétion. Henris was thereupon remanded 
to. reappear for sentence on Monday next.

WATER ON THE DESERT. 


The Latest About Some Exploited 
Irrigation Schemes. 


The Times is in receipt of a communi- 


cation A.” Hesperia, Cal., 
drawing tion to the wonderful 
changes: water is making on desert lands, 
hitherto considered worthless. Speaking 
of the Minneola Canal, east of Barstow, 
now under construction, the writer says 
it will, when completed, “irrigate a large 
district of apparently worthless land, but 
enough of similar land is under cultiva- 
tion to test the effect of water on it, by 
the wonderful growth of grain, vegetables 
and fruit.’’ 

A project for the construction of a dam 
across the Mojave River at Victor is als« 
under consideration, a company having 
secured an option on it until April 1 next. 
If the dam is built it will create a lake 
eight miles long, capable, it is said, of 
irrigating 200,000 acres. Adjacent to the 
river in that vicinity is a tract of 30,000 
acres of as fine rich soil, the writer thinks 
as lies on the Pacific Slope. The soil is 
the accumulation of sediment washing 
from the mountains for centuries, and is 
very deep. Water from wells sunk in it !s 
sweet and pure. The writer further says 
that the higher altitudes are particularly 
well adapted to the growth of apples, 
peaches and grapes, and quotes the sec- 
retary of the Los Angeles Chamber a 
Commerce as saying that the samples of 
those kinds of fruits from that locality 
are “‘the best that ever entered the Chaim- 
ber of Commerce.”

A Rather Dull Week in Real 
Estate 


There are Plenty of Bargains Left for 
the Investor Who is En- 
terprising. 


City and Country—Sale on Los An- 
geles Street—A Main Street 
Block—Street Obstruc- 
tions—Notes. 


Business tias been very dull in the real 
estate market during the past week. Why 
this is nobody seems to know. It appears 
that some people have got an impression 


unreasonably high figure, 
more bargains to be had in ‘town. 
PLENTY OF BARGAINS LEFT. 


This is an unreasonable view to take of 
the market. Because prices of real estate 
on one street have been advancing to a 
figure which discounts the future a year or 
two is no reason why it should be con- 
cluded that there is no more money to be 
made in Los Angeles real estate. The very 
contrary of this is the fact. Scarcely a day 
passes in which-property is not offered at 
prices which make water in 'the mouth of 
the real estate sharp, who has more 
Itnowledge of values than cash in the 
banks. The trouble is that most of these 
rail estate operators are built too much 
after the fashion of sheep, who run after 
a leader to jump over a low place in a 
fence. The investororspeculator who has 
the pluck to etart out alone for himself, 
and who can see a few inches in front of 
‘his nose, has as good an opportunity to 

make money in Los Angeles today as ever 
existed in this market. This is true not 


ing Los Angeles, but

as The Times has stated, has been boomed 
to an unreasonable extent during the past 
few weeks, and which comsequently expe- 
rienced a natural setback as soon as specu- 
lators discovered that we are not at pres- 
ent in the midst of an unreasonable real 
estate boom.

apiece. Now, tthe man who does not see a 
profit of from 50 to 100 per cent. in these 
lots within twelve months must be very 
obtuse, and yet there are plenty of people 
in Los Angeles today who have thousands 
of dollars on deposit in the banks and. 
who yet complain that they can find no 
profitable investment for their capital. All 
the same, as soon as there is something of 
a boom in real estate, and prices have ad- 
vanced from 50 to 100 per cent., these same 
people will be rushing in and investing. 
It is always the same thing over again, 
and it becomes rather tedious ito repeat 
these threadbare truths, but it seems that 
the average investor will never learn to 
“buy ’em when ‘they’re low @nd sell ’em 
when they’re high.”’ 
CITY AND COUNTRY. 

One of the unfavorable features of the 
real estate market just now is the tendency 
to concentrate in the city. The Times has 
drawn attention on several occasions of 
late to the propensity of the banks to 
favor investments in the city in preference 
to those in the country. Apparently this 
course has had considerable effect, for real 
estate agents report that during the past 
few weeks it has been more than usually 
difficult to get intending investors to look 
at property outside of the city limits. There 
is a tendency—a more or less unhealthy 
tendency—to concentrate in the city. There 
are any number of farmers who want to 
exchange their places for city property, but 
there are few city people who want to 
move out into the country. In short, the 
demand for city property is far ahead of 
that for country property. This is not en- 
couraging to those who are interested in 
the legitimate development of this sec- 
tion. When the city begins to grow ahead 
of the surrounding country upon which it 
depends for support, it is time to look out 
for squalls ahead. It is all very well to put 
on “highfalutin”’ airs, and talk about the 
‘*hayseed,’’ who comes up to town to spend 
his hard-earned dollars and gazes open-. 
mouthed at the attractions of the city, 
but when it comes down to hard facts the 
city depends almost entirely upon those 
same hard-working, worthy people for its 
support, and, as The Times has remarked, 
there would be a sorry-looking lot of prop- 
erty-owners on Broadway and _ Spring 
streets if these same farmers should stop 
growing their alfalfa, barley, peaches, or- 
anges, cabbages and so-forth. Property- 
owners and real estate men in general can- 
not too often have the fact impressed 
upon them that the producer does not de- 
pend upon the city for support, but that, 
on the contrary, the city is a mere crea- 
ture of the surrounding country, to which 
it is tributary. It is about time that the 
banks and money-lenders should begin to 
pursue a somewhat more liberal policy in 
regard to the outlying sections, or else 
they will endanger the stability of the se- 
curity upon which they have been making 
their ‘‘gilt-edged” loans. 

DOWN SOUTH. 

The development that is going forward 
in Los Angéles today, which is certainly 
striking, runs somewhat more in one 
way than is pleasing to those who would 
like to see the city grow as much as pos- 
sible in every direction. At present it can- 
not be denied that a great majority of the 
improvements—probably four-fifths of them 
—atre being made in a southwesterly direc- 
tion, that is to say, south, southwest, and 
west. One of the latest tracts to be placed 
on the market in the fashionable part of 
the town is the Del Valle, consisting of 
forty lots, each 75x172 feet, bounded by 
Twenty-seventh, Twenty-eighth, Figueroa 
and Key West streets. These lots are of- 
fered at $30 a front foot on Twenty-eighth 
street and about $20 on Twenty-seventh 
street. Fine improvements are going up in 
this neighborhood, and eight lots were sold 
in the tract as soon as it was placed on. 
the market. . 

Another tract on which there have been 
a number of solid improvements made 
during the past few months is the Wood- 
lawn tract, on Jefferson and Main streets, 
formerly known as the Throop tract. The 
streets in this tract have all been graded, 
curbed? and sidewalked. On Thirty-sixth 
street a number of fine residences have 
been erected since the first of the year, 
costing from $2000 to $9000 apiece. In this 
tract there is a building clause which for- 
bids the erection of any house to cost less 
than $1500. 


LOS ANGELES STREET. 
Joseph Curtis has sold a lot at the cor- 
ner of Seventh and Los Angeles street; 
69x172% feet for $7200, part of which is 
in trade. The purchaser will build a block 
on this corner. Seventh street is rapidly 
coming to the front as an important street 
for business purposes and eligible corners 
on this thoroughfare are being snapped up.

It is announced that a 
first-class business block is to be erected 
at the northwest corner of Main and Fourth 
street by I. N. Van Nuys. At present 
prices, property on South Main street is 
about as cheap as anything that can be 
found in the city, and it is difficult to see 
why such bargains as are now offered on 
that thoroughfare are allowed to go a- 
begging. 
OBSTR NG THE STREETS. 

The Times has on several occasions of 
late called attention to the unreasdnable 
manner in which contractors and others 
obstruct the leading thoroughfares of the 
city, whenever they have occasion to un- 
dertake any private improvements. On this 
subject the Record has the following re- 
marks, which are well-founded: : 

wish to call the attention of Mayor 
Rader and *he City Council to the shame- 
ful manner in which the public streets are 
being taken away from the people, to 
whom they legitimaltely belong, and given 
over to the building contractors. Opposite 
the City Hall are two large buildings in 
progress, to accommodate the contractors 
of which the Street Superintendent has 
given them not only the entire sidewalk 
but also all of the middle of the street to 
within six feet of the cable railway track. 
This procedure is full of danger to life 
and limb, and ‘the Council should stop 
it at once. The middle of the street be- 
bongs to the people of Los Angeles and not 
to any firm of building contractors. 

“Los Angeles is the only city in America 
where such abuses would be tolerated for 
a moment. In New York, Philadelphia, 

Francisco, and all other cities, the 
public have the middle of the’ street and 
the contractor is in big luck to get the 
sidewalk. Even then he has to build an 
elevated ‘bridge over it, so that people can 
walk over ‘the workmen’s heads while 
they mix the mortar and prepare the ce- 
ment. When Milton S. Latham began the 
construction of the Thurlow Block in San 
Francisco in 1874 ‘the petitioned for six feet 
of street ouside tthe sidewalk, but was 
refused, and a similar refusal was given 
to the builders of the Nevada Bank build- 
ing. 
“Here the abuse extends even to the 
most insignificant edifices. A small two- 
story house is being erected on Second 
street, near Hill, and for nearly a month 
the sidewalk was littered up so that peo- 
ple had to walk down the middle of the 
street in mud ankle deep. In no other 
city ‘but Los Angeles would builders be 
given the exclusive use of any part of the 
sidewalk for a two-story building. 

‘The Street Superintendent needs to be 
taught a wholesome lesson in this matter, 
for, while he is not such an ignoramus as 
his predecessor, he has still much to 
learn. The Council should declare itself 
on this very question and prohibit him 
from granting anything but the sidewalk 
on Main, Broadway, Spring or Los An- 
geles streets. These streets belong to the 
people and not to the building contractors, 
and it is pretty near time for Mr. Howard 
to be finding it out. That there have been 
no fatal accidents in front of the new 
buildings on Broadway, opposite the City 
Hall, is more the result of good luck than 
of good management.”’ 

DEPRECIATED REAL ESTATE. 

The following quotation from an Eastern 
exchange shows that in some respects the 
movement in real estate on the Atlantic 
Coast is a good deal more lively than it is 
in this section: Pe 

‘‘A curious instance of rapid deprecia- 
tion in real estate and loss of rentals oc- 
curred in the town of B., New York, 
lately. One of the prominent real estate 
men of that city attended a foreclosure 
sale and bought in the property at a bar- 
gain price. It was a house and lot on a 
good street, and the new owner immedi- 
ately looked around fer a tenant. Hav- 
ing found one, he took him in his car- 
riage to look at the house. When they 
arrived at the place all they found was 


a hole in the ground and even part of that ‘ 


hole gone. The real estate man had no 
more to say than he had to rent, and the 
tenant guessed he would look at some- 
thing that had more inclosure to it. It 
was afterwards found that the house and 
part of the. cellar had been stolen be- 
tween two days, and the real estate man 
has taken out a search warrant to find it. 
BUILDING. 


While the real estate market is a little 
‘off’? this week, building keeps up as 
briskly as ever and new edifices are go- 
ing up all over town. 

In @Wastern States there has been of 
late a lively discussion in regard to the 
comparative merits of iron and steel in 
buildings. An expert writes upon this 
subject in an Eastern contemporary as fol- 


ing,) is Hable to complete consumption 
by rust, which is hastened if the iron 
is the form of riveted construction—which 
is known as Z-iron columns, or Phoenix 
columns. The rivets, themselves, are 
especially liable to destruction by rust if 
of steel. I have laid stress upon the use 
of cast-iron for vertical supports. It, of 
course, cannot be used for beams, but 
there is not as much danger from rust in 
beams, as the giving way of one or two 
beams would not produce a catastrophe 
such as would result from the yielding of 
a column.”

The libel suit of Blanton Duncan against 
the Times-Mirror Company and H. G. Otis 
its president, came up for trial yesterday 
before Judgé Waldo M. York in Depart- 
ment Three of the Superior Court. 

The suit has been instituted to recover 
damages in the sum of $25,000 alleged to 
have been suffered by the plaintiff by 
reason of an editorial paragraph which ap- 
peared in The Times July 4, and which 
was as follows: 

Another erratic bloviator who incited rail- 
road men to violence on Monday and ofered 
to champion their unlawful acts in the cvurts, 
received a straight hint from Judge Ross ves- 
terday, when, upon applying for admission to 
practice in that court, he was told that the 
matter would be considered in his court, and 


that the Judge did not wish to have any in- 
cendiaries practicing in his court. 


In making answer to the complaint of 
plaintiff no denial was made of the above 
paragraph having been published, but a 
general denial was entered of the iater-

for justifiable ends. 

That was the exaci status of the case 
when it was called for trial yesterday 
morning. The case is of more than or- 
dinary interest for several reasons. From

~ After the submission of certain docu- 
men-ary evidence the plaintiff rested his 
case. Upon a motion being: made for a 
non-su.t by the defendant the court held 
that the words “erratic bloviator’ were 
not privileged, and denied the motion. The 
adjective is a word so common as to be 
readily understood, but the word blovi- 
aior is one not defined by either Webster's 
or Worcester’s dictionaries, nor is it to 
found in the Century dictionary. Coined

the true meaning of a word by finding its 
derivaticn. Many words having the pre- 

“blo” are taken from the old Saxon 
word from which is derived the common 
word Digb—not a particularly polite word, 
but expressive of one who is too talkative. 
The word ‘“‘viator” in Latin means a 
raveler or voyager, and. failing any better 
definition. a bloviator is one who by talking 
spreads abroad a knowledge of his travels 
or voyages.

Plaintiff then sought to introduce as 
an exhil#t in the case tthe record of the 
court proceedimgs as set forth in The 
Times of the same date as when the edito- 
rial appeared... The defense objected. The 
plaintiff claimed ‘that the defendant had 
charged him with being guilty of inciting 
to acts of violence and the court record 
showed what took place in the Federal 
Court when Judge Ross charged the grand 
jury. It.was contended by the -defense 
that in order to establish an allegation, 
such as had been made, evider'zte must be 
adduced other than the record of a charge 
delivered in court.

The plaintiff was put upon the witness 
stand to state whether, so far as he knew, 
all those witnesses, whose depositions were 
ov band, were residents in the State of 
Kentucky.

““] think if: Your Honor would took at 
the answer of witness,”’ ventured to sug- 
gest plaintiff's counsel offering the depo- 
sition he had been reading from. 

“No,”” replied Judge York, “I cannot 
permit it; no foundation bas been laid for 
the introduction of such evidence.” 

There having been a little cross-fire be- 
tween opposing counsel with.regard to 
documents, wandering about, of the files, 
Attorney Brunson drew attention to the 
repudiated depositions by saying: ‘These 
belong to the files and I draw your at- 
teftion to the fact that I returned them 
to the clerk.”’ : 

“Are you glad to get rid of them?” 
queried Mr. Gage with a twinkle in his 
eyes. 

“Yes, I've had enough of them,” replied 
counsel in a sotto voce tone. 

After a few moments’ consultation with 
his client Attorney Brunson stated that 
the plaintiff rested his case. 

MOTION FOR A NON-SUIT. 

At once Senator White moved for a 
non-suit on the ground that the plaintiff 
had failed to sustain the allegations set 
forth in the complaint, in so far as refer- 
ring to plaintiff they were not libelous on 
their face and none of the innuendoes had 
been established, Also’ because as ap- 
peared by the evidence the statements in

as their interpreter. The article con- 
tained apparently learned disquisitions on 
glaciation, the eccentricity of the earth's 
occillation, the obliquy of perhilion and 
other subjects calculated to make the 
average mind discontented at not being 
elastic enough to think such big thoughts 
The article covered a vide range of 
ground, as well as of time. It went back 
30,000 years B.C., but didn’t reach so far 
after. 

The article took some little time to read 
and Senator White took a breathing spell 
while Mr. Gage offered in evidence and 
read to the jury the Mal d’Occhio article 
published by B. Duncan in his short-lived 
paper entitled the People’s Union. The ar- 
ticle in question appeared in the issue of 
August 3, 1894, and consisted of an extract 
from a long account of the blighting effect 
of B. Duncan’s optics which appeared in 
The Times of October 27, 1891. The mar- 
velous story was written by Mr. Wood- 
ward over the nom de plume of Jay- 
hawker, and the circumstantial details 
were supplied to him by the hero of the 
story himself. B. Duncan, when he pro- 
duced this article, or portions of it, pre- 
faced it with an editorial paragraph in 
which its truth was vouched for, albeit 
the mere reproduction stamped it with his 
indorsement and approval. The curious ex- 
tract was as follows. 

THE MAL D’OCCHIO. 

After the war the Colonel resumed his prac- 
tice at the bar. In those days political dis- 
turbances were frequent in pecans, & but the 
Colonel never carried arms, though he always 
had a body-servant néar at hand with a couple 
of ‘‘navy sixes.’’ But the people were onto 
him, and he was never called upon to use fire- 
arms. Those who opposed him soon learned 
why. Ina little while an unjust judge decided 
a case against him. In two weeks that judge 
was resting beneath the daisies, but no one 
knew the cause of his sudden taking-off. A 
little ‘later the opposing attorney laid him 
down quite sudden like, and died. Then the 
plaintiff in the case went to join his fathers 
over the mystic river, and the Supreme Court 
revised the decision of the unjust judge. 

Very soon after this enisode another. suit 
was instituted by a bank against the Colvnel. 
The judge of the lower court, who was also a 
member of the Granger party, decided in favor 
of the Colonel. The Appellate Court was apout 
to confirm the decision when the C“.ief Justice 
took the case into his own hands and gave a 
yerdict again the Colonel. In a few weeks 
ion Chief Justice had joined the silent ma- 
ority. 

The Colonel then became the head of a Dela- 
ware corporation, but some one had the cor- 
poration declared bankrupt. The Colonel 
dropped a lot of money by the unjust decision 
of a judge. In a little while the judge «as 
laid away with his ancestors, and afterward 
the business firm which brought the suit failed 
and the leadine member of it died. Shortly 
after this a stockholder in the company with 
the Colonel accused the latter of defrauding

him, and the Colonel was arrested for debt 
and thrown into a dungeon in New York city. 
But a just judge promptly releas#d him. Then 
the man who caused the arrest dropped Gead 
on Wall street, and two weeks later his scn, 
who had assisted in the arrest, blew out his 
own brains. The monotony of people dying 
who were litigating with him did not imoress 
the Colonel until a friendly undertaker ap- 
proached him one day with an offer of busi- 
ness connection. But he refused such a 211er- 
cenary proposition. The Colonel went to Eu- 
rope, and while absent his trusteé@ business 
agent caused him to nay about $35,000 which 
he did not owe. The Colonel returned home 
to meet the agent, but before he ‘got there the 
unfortunate man swallowed a fishbone, which 
caused his death. Then a brother of the de- 
ceased .became executor of the estate, but re- 
fused to settle with the Colonel. A suit fol- 
lowed, and for four terms of court the case 
was continued because of the death of some 
member of the family, and finally the execu- 
tor died of softening of the brain. After his 
death it was discovered that he was bankrupt. 
But he and his brothers left heirs, and, though 
they were not responsible at law, they settled 
with the Colonel. 

The rest of the story is best told in the 
Colonel's own language, as follows: 

“Then a chancellor decided a will case 
against me and died before the Appellate 
Court confirmed it. The judge of the Appo!- 
late Court who confirmed the opinion died 
soon afterward. : 

‘“*‘Later began my litigation with the owners 
of a library lottery. There was calamity and 
death all along the line. An ex-Governor and 
three other lawyers who were against me died. 
The judge who decided against -me was 
wrecked politically and afflictions fell upyn his 
family. Then another judge decided a case 
against’ me and died within a few davs, and 
hardly was he buried until another—Judge Fl- 
liott— decided another case against me, and 
died by Buford’s hands. 

‘*‘Then I went to Mississippi to cultivate cet: 
ton. A neighbor combined with his overseer and 
a grocery-keeper torunaroad through my land. 
by opén force, by order of the Board of Super- 
visors. I resisted and was arrested hv a 
In a week 


e grocer died suddenly in a ten-minute at- 
tack two days after giving a deposition against 
me. The strate was seized with a slow 
disease and died within six months. The 
owner of the plantation, who had started the 
trouble, died of heart disease. Just before 
this a man entrusted with my plantation funds 
appropriated them to his own use. I sued 
him and obtained a judgment against him, but 
he died within the year. Over three ycars 
ago a lawyer in Kentucky began a suit against 
me. Before the suit was decided he died and 
his son went into bankruptcy. s than a 

ear ago I began suit against the Southern 

acific Company before the Interstate Ccm- 
merce Commission. A part of the business 
was carried on by Mr. ‘I'weed and a part by 
Judge J..C. Martin of Oakland. Judge Mar- 
tin received a letter from me agreeing to take 
depositions and, before he could answer it, fell 
down and broke his right arm. On Saturday 
one of their attorneys in this city was to take 
the deposition of a witness against me, tut 
five minutes before the hour to begin. he was 
stricken down with a seriowvs iliness. 
some more of the railroad magnates may die 
suddenly in consequence or a greater disaster 
happening to the railroad remains to be seen.”’ 

The correspondent who obtained the 
data from B. Duncan for this extraordinary 
tale of the malevolent fate that dogs the 
footsteps of:those who go counter to his 
wishes, concludes the recital as follows: 

The Colonel is still hale and hearty, and it 
is probable that he will not only attend the 
funerals of the railroad magnates, but may be 
the receiver of the bankrupt corporation. 

ADMITS HE IS ERRATIC. 


An effort was made to have this record 
of occulttism barred out on the ground that 
it was published subsequent to the alleged 
libellous armicle complained of. Senator 
White maintained, however, that the time 
being so close it went to show no change 
in the mentality of the plaintiff. No 
change was to be presumed and it was rel- 
evant as showing his status during a rea- 
sonable time. 

“Well, we'll admit he is erratic,’”’ sud- 
denly interjected Attorney Brunson. 

“In that case will you please take that 
admission down,’’ said Senator White to 
‘tthe stenographer. 

“I now renew my motion for a non-suit, 
if thie court please.’’ 

Counsel was proceeding to again make 
a motion for a non-suit, but the plaintiff 
was at issue with his counsel. Both their 
heads were close together in close con- 
fabulation. Attorney Brunson stood up. 
His face wore a rather pained look. 

‘“‘My client finds fault with me,’’ he sor- 
rowfully said, take that back.”’ 

And so the plaintiff, after being made 
erratic by consent of counsel, was made 
not erratic again.

The remainder of the afternoon was 
taken up in the rendering of a variety of 
articles, products of the plaintiff’s prolific 
pen. They were all of a pseudo-scientific

Some Information on the Pertinent 
Water Question. 


SAN DIEGO, March 21.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) Engineer Julius M. Howells 
of the Consolidated Water Company de- 
sires to convey the impression that the 
Mountain Stream Water Company, which 
proposes irrigating 43,000 acres of the 
Linda Vista district, is not connected with 
the Flume Company. In name it is not 
so connected, but in fact, it is con'trolled 
by the Flume people. San Diegans do not 
care who backs ‘the Mountain Stream Com- 
pany. What they want is plentiful water 
at a reasonable price. They want the 
Linda Vista district and other districts de- 
veloped, but they do not want this city to 
burden itself with a big debt for the pur- 
pose of carrying-on a county irrigation 
business. Private enterprise ought to, 
and, it is believed, will, do that without 
aid from this city. If the irrigation of 
lands would be of profit to the city it ought 
certainly to be of profit to private corpora- 
tions. People are tired of hearing Bab- 
cock, Sefton and other water promoters 
whine and “yawp” in public about the 
needs of the people. The people know 
what they need. They don’t propose, if 
they can help it, to turn over hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to water schemers 
merely for lining the pockets of these 
schemers. If irrigation is demanded, irri- 
gation companies will jump at the chance 
to fill the demand and not ask any sub- 
sidy from the people. A water system 
must stand on its own bottom and not 
expect to get its sustenance from the tax- 
payers. San Diego city now gets a bounti- 
ful water supply. This supply has, and 
is, being increased. The city isn’t thirsty. 
Therefore why spend $1,400,000 for water 
mot needed? Private enterprise should 
irrigate the back country. That is what 
the laws of California provide for.

SAN BERNARDINO COUNTY 


A COMEDY THAT MIGHT HAVE 
ENDED IN TRAGEDY. 


Handsome Depot—New Church—Me- 
‘chanics’ Liens on the Nevada 
Southern Railway—A Bi- 
cycle Road. 


SAN BERNARDINO, March 21.—(Special 
Correspondence.) San Bernardino came 
near being the scene of another tragedy 
yesterday. An Italian namd Jack Delise 
Puccini, claiming to hail from Fresno, put 
in an appearance yesterday noon at the 
City Hall and asked for a policeman. He 
was turned over to Officer Corbett, whom 
he requested to escort him to a house near 
the Santa ‘Fe depot where, he said, he 
wanted to say just two words to a woman.

As they were 
walking along opposite the postoffice a 
revolver fell from Puccini’s pocket to the 
sidewalk. The officer at once right-abou* 
faced and escorted his companion to the 
City Jail where, with many remonstrances 
a good deal of trouble, and the aid of 
several officers, he was searched. They 
found on his person several purses con- 
taining $806.75, a two-edged dagger and 
the gun, which was a 44-calibre, double- 
action revolver. 

His story, when told, was that he had 
lived in Fresno several years with the 
woman whom he intended to honor with 
a call, but that three months ago she left 
him and ran away with another Italian 
named Paul Lucie. He had traced them 
to this place, where they were living to- 
gether and Lucie was working for the 
Santa Fe Company. He came to town 
Wednesday and at once sought them out, 
trying to persuade the woman to return 
with him. She refused and a stormy in- 
terview ensued. On leaving he told her 
she must return with him or one of them 
would be put under the sod. Lucie and 
the woman were sent for, and on their ar- 
rival the three were left to try and settle 
the affair. For two hours Puccini and the 
woman talked, but he pleaded in vain;

A LEGAL POINT. 
' In the case of Juan Ferra, as an accom- 
plice of Garcia in the murder of Guilminot, 
his attorney, J. P. Hight, this afternoon 
made the claim that the grand jury which 
indicted him was illegal and could not 
bring in a true bill against’ him. The 
grounds for this claim are that when the 
grand jury was impanelled there were, in 
the first drawing, odly sixteen names se- 
cured, and in ordering three more names 
to be taken they were secured under sec.

SOUPS AND SAUCES. 


A Tasting Commifttee of the Whole 


First Catch Your Soup Bone— 
How to Make the Stock 
Correctly. 


At ¥. M. C. A. Hall yesterday Mrs. 
Ewing gave several practical demonstra- 
tions In soup and sauce-making to her 
cooking-class. According to instructions 
the class came provided each with a silver 
spoon and a napkin, the spoon to be 
dipped just once into each delicious con- 
coction, and then polished vigorously with 
the napkin to be ready for testing the 
next sample. 


Mrs. Ewing commenced the lesson with 


the clasé to 
skin the soup-bone as a preliminary to 
putting it in the kettle. Then it must be 
covered with cold water to about an inch 
above the meat and bones, and the kettle 
coverd closely so as to keep the steam in 
while the mixture simmers from three to 
six hours, according to the quality of the 
eo table stock i ad 

ege made 
vegetables to be used in 
slightly salted, ard cooking until done, 
when the flavor will be extracted and the 
stock ready for use. Celery, swet corn, 


asparagus and oyster-plant make excellent; 


vegetable stock. 

Mrs. Ewing Put a sauce-pan of chicken 
broth on the stove, and, while it was cook- 
lug, gave a number of miscellaneous di- 
rections regarding soups in general. She 
disapproves of skimming stock and declares 
that it should be strained through a col- 
lander so that the nutritious brown par- 
ticles may-be retained. 

The clear soup which serves as an ap- 
petizer at he beginning of dinner is stimu- 
lating but not nutritious. After the stock 
is strained it should be cooled as quickly 
- — and the grease removed when it 
s cold. 

By this time the chicken-broth was 
done, and Mrs. Ewingf after seasoning it 
and putting in a little of the chicken- 
breast, rice and minced parsley, sent it 


around to let the class see how good it 


looked and smelled, but forbade an 

dipping for that time. The class pots op 
sniffed appreciatively, and Mrs. Ewing told 
the students how to make all kinds of 
plain soups by simply substituting other 
kinds of stock for chicken broth. She then 
proceeded to a clear soup, and explained 
the best method of stimulating it with 
meat carmel, as nearly all the flavor was 
taken out in the process of clarifying. 

The soup was prepared by clarifying the 
stock with the beaten white of an egg, 
poured into the cold stock, which was then 
put on to heat until the egg was cooked. 
Some delicate splinters of vegetables were 
also cooked and the soup poured thro 
a strainer over them, and then passed 
the class. 

This time tasting was in order, so the 
spoons were hastily unrolled and given 
a preliminary polish with the napkins, and 
the class dipped and sipped .with 
satisfaction. Some few, who like the foolish 
virgins up to date, had neglected to pro- 
vide spoons, looked hungrily on and at- 
tempted to obtain a soul-satisfying smell.

MASTER INNOCENCE. 


Young Hull Was Naughty Back in 
| Chicago. 

An evening paper published a cock-and- 
bull story about a young man named J. 
A. Hull, now in the County Jail, awa:.ting 
trial on ‘the charge of forgery, who as- 
cribes his downfall to the racing poolrooms 
in this city. Young Hull, in an interview, 
telis what a nice, moral young man he 
Was previous to the time he saw the seduc- 
L cre sign over the entrance to the Metro- 
politan Turf Club rooms. He went inside, 
played the races and poker till he lost 
$1300, then had a forged sight draft cashed 
and got arrested. Of course he is inno- 
cent, according to his own story, as the 
forged draft came to him through the 
mails, and was not uttered by him. 

The poolrooms may have a very demoral- 
izing effect on the youth of the land, but 
that thas nothing to do with ‘the case. In- 
formation .in the hands of the police shows 
that Hull was a very bad young man be- 
fore he struck Los Angeles, and that his 
downfall is in nowise due to the pool- 
rooms in this city. 

A letter from H. C. Cranz of the Dia- 
mond Match Company to the Chief of 
Police, dated Chicago, February 1, 1895, 
warns the Chief of Hull’s presence in 
Les Angeles, and says, in part: 

“Hull is a bad man, and is swindling 
every one he can. He is in your city 
today, and has wired me, asking if I 
would accept his draft for $100, to which 
I have made no reply. I. discharged him 
for dishonesty early in December, and he 
has been swindling people ever since. You 
had better look out for him in your city, 
as he will swindle any one he can with 
whom the comes in contact. He is a no- 
torious Har and does not display any ex- 
cihtement when placed in a position wherein 
he is accused of dishonesty, either in ac- 
tions or speech. He is cool, and you will 
find him hard to convict, except on the 
most conclusive evidence.”’ 

This description suits Hull very well. 
He is very smooth, but his story about 
the local pcoolrooms being responsible for 
his downfall will not help his case any,

VICTIM OF NEGLECT. 


Another Case Where Christian Sci- 
ence Was at Fault. 

The Coroner will today inquire into the 
circumstances surrounding the death of 
Mrs. Alice Samis of Whittier, who died of 
puerperal fever, superinduced, it is alleged, 
by lack of proper medical treatment. In 
other words, the story, as it has reached 
the Coromer’s office, is that the dead 
woman is a victim of ‘‘Christian Science.” 

It has been reported 'to the Coroner that 
Jasse Samis, the woman’s husband, being 
a firm believer in Christian Science, refused 
to employ any one but a faith doctor after 
his wife's confinement. Four days after 
she gave birth to a child she was com- 
pelled to get up and go to work, but suf- 
fered a relapse. Puerperal fever set in, 
but still her husband: refused to employ a 
regular physician. 

Humane Officer Wright attempted to in- 
vestigate ‘the case, and he and a deputy 
constable, it is alleged, went to the house 
for that purpose, but were denied admis- 
sion to the sick woman, being assured that 
she was getting along all right. 

Gossip in the neighborhood is that the 
woman suffered terribly, and the husband 
was urged to send for a regular physician 
but would not hear to #t, saying the Ohris- 
would pull her through all 
rig 

Dea'tth finally relieved the victim of her 
agony, and now the Coroner proposes to 
find out whether responsibility for her un- 
timely taking off rests on her husband or 
any one else, or whether it was simply the 
act of God. Some sensational developments 
are looked for at the inquest.
